WOMEN SMUGGLERS. 

Two AVonicn Carrylni: Hables Arrested 'With 
Opium iu Their Valises. 

On Tuesday afternoon, says the Seattle 
Vust Intelliijciicci- two women, each with 
tt young babe in her arms, arrived here 
from Whatcom on tho George E. Starr. 
They each carried a valise, and were very 
plainly clad. While waiting for the Idaho 
to arri\ o from Tucuma thoy jiut np at the 
Brunswick hotel. As ono of thu oniployocs 
was passing through tho house, he noticed 
a man clad in a bluo suit stop at the door 
of the room occupied by the women, and 
slip a noto underneath. As soon' as he dis- 
appoarod down stairs tho above mention- 
ed employee, who is of a rather inqiiisi- 
tivo turn of uiind, picked up the note. It 
read as follows: ".Meet mo at the stair- 
way Ilea: thu big brick on Pacific avenue. " 
There was no signature to the noto, and 
the contents aroused the young man's sus- 
]>icioiis. Ho remembered that tho valises 
wore very heavy to be filled only with 
cliildrun's clothing, and tho idea flashed 
upon him that, they were engaged in 
u]iiuin smuggling. When the Idaho left 
for up the Sound, tho inothors with their 
six iiioiitha' old babes, and heavy valises 
took passage for Tacoina. The young man 
went ill search of a customs olfico, and in 
tho distance he saw inspector W. (i. Roii- 
iild looming up, and told him of his sus- 
jiicions. ]\Ir. Ronald hastened to tho 
w liarf, but just too late, as the steamer 
had gotten well out in tho stream. Ho 
then went to the telegra|)h oUico aud no- 
tified the ins])octoi's at Tacoma, giving a 
description of the two women suspected. 
On tho arrival of the steamer at that 
placo the women wore arrested and their 
baggage searched. They bad in their po- 
bsession .forty jiouiids of iiii8tamped2 
opium, 18 pounds in ono valise and 2 
pounds III the other. Deputy United 
Statics Prosecuting Attorney Munday was 
telegrajihed for, to prosecute the smug- 
glers. The women gave their names as 
Mrs. Lini Smith and Mrs. Lizzie Ijewis. 
W. S. Heacock, an emiiloyee of the steam- 
er, who assisted the women ashore with 
their babies and grips, was also arreeted 
but disclmrged on miiMiig his stateniunt, 
Tho women both pleaded guilty, and were 
held to appoar boforo tho grand juiy.

Resuming our discti.ssioii of .Iii(1l,'u 
Gray's article in thv. (h; il,iii-l Montlilii, 
wo liroCL'cd willt him tu a.sk what cH'oct 
would Coiiinioici.'il I'liioii have uimii uur 
agrioiilttiral interests, lisliciio-., piovhioial 
3 ub.siilies, and taxatiuii, ami iiifoioiit ially 
thei-ofi'diu upon the i-olativ(j lioaiiiig of 
tho fedoi'iil to the prnvinoiid govornnieiits. 
While a judicious reciprocity of the nat- 
ural products of the field, tho forest and 
tho fisherios might be estublialied wiili 
advaiittt£5e, the writer doubts whether it 
would not be purchased at too hi(;h a 
price to pay for the concession deinaiided 
by C'oiiinieicial L'niou of i^ivin;,' uii all our 
trade velatiotiH with other jcu'ts of the 
world, ui.d wliethor it '.voiild be advisable 
to make any conce.ssio'ia at all to olitain 
oven that reei])rocity, in view of Canada's 
altered ciro'Jiustanees by means of her 
transportation facilities and the increas- 
ing development of tho interior of the 
country with seaports nearest Europe on 
one side and China and Japan on tho 
other. The argument must be regarded 
from tho standpoint of tho Dominion. 
' British Columbia cannot say: "We want 
this or that thing, and our dist.iiiee from 
tho Canadian source of production 
is so great that wo buy at 11 
disadvimtage, becaii.se we eotild get 
it so much cheaper from .San 
Francisco or Oregon. The pi:/- i-oiitrd of 
that argument is: Voii are paid for that 
disadvantiigo by the benelits you derive 
from the expenditures in your province 
of moneys raised by the taxation of the 
other provinces, which expenditures are 
not only giving you the opportunities 
foreign business and trade, your dry dock 
and your railroads, for instance, but ahso 
opening the internal market of the con- 
tinent, three thousand milcH across, for 
your fruits, your llsheries, your cattle, 
and other industries. Of your own 
nieaii.s, half a century would have elapsed, 
before you could otherwise have obtained 
either the one or the other. New Bruns- 
wick or Nora Scotia must not look at the 
■ question from the limited view of a sec- 
tion and complain that they are not its 
prosperous as they expected to be under 
confederation, and so are prepared fertile 
change. Until fifteen or twenty years ago 
Now Brunswick had but ono inlet and 
outlet, at. .(olin. Now there are a do/.en 
places where, bccnuse of railways and im- 
jjroved coiiiiiiunicati.jii, goods are ini|)oi't- 
ed and exported. Large towns like Mmic- 
tou have grown up, all coinpetitois 
for business. St. .lolin ruled the comitry. 
Now that rule is shared liy other jiai ts. 
The question is, has New Brunswick as a 
>rhole benefited 7 Of Nova:.;Scotia/,the, 
same may be said; Halifax atid TarRidutii 
once being the controlling forces. Were 
the provincial incomes and expenditures 
of the two provinces derived from local 
and Dominion sources generally examin- 
ed, with the assessed value of [jroperty in 
each at the time of confeder.it ion ,aiid 
the present day, there woukl.be found a 
marked increase of the whole in materia! 
prosperity. From this point of view, as 
even with tlie jjrovinces themselves, we 
must look at the wliole and not the parts 
only, still more so ought we to enf(n'cethe 
rule of applying tho (|uestioii to the wliole 
'Dominion, Canada has becoiuo tiie mo:- 
abundant grain-producing couiuiy in th 
world, with unlimited area and unsur- 
passed fertility of soil; rich in cattle, 
sheep and h rsus, and good pasturage. 
The export of flour in the early days made 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore what they are to-day, and yet 
it ia proposed, wiien the same means are 
ours and tlie same courses to 
fidlow, to tie our hands .and place 
ourselves in the clutches of tho.se 
who want to keep up tliose cities, 
and ii'd- our own. Fven from the most 
mercenary atandp(jint of all, tho ac(|ui8i- 
tion of money, Commercial Union cannot 
succeed. The United States and Canada 
have exttctly the same productions. Wo 
do not want theirs, nor they ours, for 
each has enough and an excess to uxjiort. 
For home consumption it would reduce 
the value in both, but in case of export, 
it would be bencticial to have the trans- 
portation oxpeiidituies in transit, and fhe 
disbursynients at the |i(utot enilarkation. 
This must necessarily go to the- I'nited 
Statcn since, not to moi : ion their more 
open ports, the country having tho 
power to impose the duty on the return 
foreign tradO> can so legislate ns to ioouru 



ooems to bo a drift on the part of th 
Mother Country to discriminate in favor 
of Canada and Austr.ilia. The I'liiled 
States will not admit, R'liglish goods to the 
detriineiit of her own. Wo do not jiro- 
duce many of tho. things England tloea 
and ftir feheso , we could exchange our flour, 
cattle aiid horses, ' Under * OQuimurcial 
irnion, however, the United States would 
impose such duties on the importation as 
would give her the advaiitago. The 
ruited States might (Uuiiaiid kgialatioii 
with reference to a foreign jjuwcr whicli 
would lie injurious to Canada, luit the 
l.-itter would be olihged to aci|iiieHce. 
(.',in;i<la should seek out the countries that 
want Vliat she produces. Tho greater the 
demand shall prove, the greater will bo the 
stimulus 'to her productions. As thefol 
lowing remarl;s are of particular interest 
to our provincial readers we tiuoto them 
ill full: 

".Apart from the iidiuittetl reputation of 
Manitoba and the Northwest Territories, 
British Columbia possesses agricultural re- 



sources not to be disregarded. It has been 
called "a sea of imniiitaiiis. " Tile fornia- 
lion wliich juslilii's tlie expression makes 
the valleys exceiitioiially fertile. The delta 
of the i'"rascr alone alinrds rooiii for an 
unlimited number of f.armers. Tlie de- 
[)o.iits brought down by the s|)riiig and 
autumn tlouds are ye.ir by year extending 
and widening the delta at the iiKuilli 
of tho river, until, like the Nile and 
Ihc Mississippi, its richness and capa- 
bilities oannot be outlined. At this 
vi'ry iiuniient the new line of steamers to 
Ohin.-i and .lap.ui i.s inaiinur.iting a tr.ule 
Willi ihocie couiitrie.'i ill llour, grain, hiiii- 
lier, c.ittle, and otlRU' agricultural produc- 
tions, in exehange for teas, silks, and 
articles of Chinese and .lapanesu inaiiu 
facture, which in a few years will develop 
into large proijortions. Why should Can- 
ad.i throw away all this future weallli for 
an uni'ert.aiiity What is to be got from 
the I'niteil .States that can couiiieiisate 
for the saeritlee of this freedom of the fu- 
i lire ' It is an axiom which cannot bo 
(bniied, that if there is to bo an absolute 
Commereial Union, the United States 
must regulalo tho duties, and the dutie.^ 
must iullueiice the trade, and it will he so 
inlluencod as to suit the iiiterosfs of that 
party to the I'liion which has the ureatesl 
power aud infiuenue." 

There is no sense in talk of the bfother- 
hoodof nations. Everyiuttion nmstnud will 
look to the benefit t)f its own people, and 
[larticularly so the strongest. Tho (pies- 
tioii is one of dollars and cents and luit 
for to day but. for the future. .ludge tJraj' 
oh ICS not diseu.ss the llsheries as the}' are 
iiiidei I he coiisidorat ion of the Coniuiission. 
The eli'ect of such n union upon the sub- 
sidies paid by the I >nmiiiioii]is a matter of 
vital im[iortaiice. It will lie ci intended 
that this has iiuthing to do with the ([ues- 
tiou aud muse be loft to a readjustment of 
the tarifl". The aiibsidies paid amount to 
about two thirds of tho whole duties re 
oeived by the Dominion on importations 
from the United S;nte3 and no bill would 
pass in Parliament which jeopardized th 
payment of those subsidies. - These 
amount tti §4,182,51*5. Ill w ith a eert.iinty 
of increase. How is the deficiency made by 
the repeal of duties on imiiiu'tatioii.H from 
the I'liiteol States to lie made u|) f These 
subsidies are unknown in tlie I'liited 
.States: in Canada tliey are a vital element 
of Confederation, The provuices will 
never abandon them; rather an attempt 
is beinj; made to increase them as 
tho Quebec Conference made evident. 
.\s to a readjustnient of the tariff by wliieli 
the amoiuiL could be put on articles from 
other cinintries, those articles are already 
siitticiently weighed down and other arti- 
cles could not be found in the wiu'ld, nu- 
merous or productive enough, to raise the 
•S-l,18L',.jl.'5.!)l in duties. It follows that 
Canada is under C(infederatii;n a united 
whole, each province having control of its 
own altairs. In no country is there greater 
freedom of action. Under Commeroi.il 
L'uion the C{)»igress of tho United Stjites 
would rule and we would not Imve 
atom of influence at Washington. If 
Commercial Unhm wore carried the whole 
structure of the Canadian government, as 
a self-governing people, would collapse, 
(.'anada would simply beconio an out- 
lying dependency of the fnited States, 
not even one of its territories, — not oven 
an Alask.a, which h.as at least a custom- 
house and an itinerant seal-seizer. In 
closing this branch of his subject the 
le.irned writer says: 

"It is didiciilt in the f.ice of a iirojiosi- 
tion to cut yiuir own throat, to tie your 
own hands .and feet, and deliver yourself 
1 ound and niauacled to another to do with 
you as be pleast.'H, to determine calmly on 
ihes.uiity or insanity of the projmsed 
mcasiiie. It is eijually dillicult to suj)- 
[)ose that men of atiuiding and intelli- 
geuoo,rwhom, each and all, we mu.st credit 
with g6od motives, have not some reasons 
deserving of serious consideration, when 
they come forward with such a proposi 
tion," 

With the second portion of .(udgu 
(Jray's most interesting and soundly logi- 
cal article wo propose to dual in a few 
words, as it consists mainly of tho reasons 
given by the Commercial Union advocates, 
which he only reproduces to show their 
kick of iirguniont ,ind in many ciises of 
even conuiion ordinary sense. Spe;ikin<' 
of Jill .irtiele of Prof. (Joldwin Smith's his 
criticism is brief and pointed, lie savs: 
"It is dillicult to tiiid the salient point. 
)lis position in geiier.al terms is this: 
(-'ontiguity of country and identity of race 
intend you to bo one. It is unnecessary 
to reason on tho point." Mr. Erastus 
Wiman'a speech from the United States 
point of view bofore'tho New York Board ' 
of Trade ajipears in full and in his glow- 
ing thoughts, as the sun lingered on the 
walls of .lerieho that t ho ciiihlren of Israel 
might become a great people, so that 
heiieliceiit. luminaiy day by day stays 
his daily course to rijien the harvests of 
Canada, and make her ijoo[ile great. 
Surely this greatness onglit: to b.' for Imr 
own peojde; hut ho points out that it 
should be for tiie people of the United 
States, and that to that. end and for that 
purpose Canada should unselfishly close 
iior gates to all the other nations of the 
earth ! Tho Ontario farmers, whom Mr. 
Winian addressed during tho past sum- 
mer, aro simply tulil — not reasoned with — 
"Accept Commercial Union with the 
Fnited States and you will llnd a heaven 
on earth." .Iiidgo (i ray holds that "the 
tics in fhe I'nitud States 011 Canadian 
ids d" nohiifreet tlio sales fo that rich 
and liberal people if they want the article, 
but tho duties oh American goods coining 
into Canada do oflect tiie sales in Oiinada 



^nd this is what some people in Canada 
want elianged. What is now asked of 
those people is to show— '(((/ niKiul' 
ihat the change will be beiielieiid to 
Cain.da." It woukl seem to bo assumed 
by the writers that Canada was iiauting to 
be absorbed, .-ind that the reluctance 
wan on the part uf tho United States to 
swallow. Judge Gniy thinks that tho 
proper conolusiou at this present time is 
that the United States as a nation is ut- 
terly indifferent to the movement, and is 
sullieicidly occupied and contented with 
her own all'airs and prosperity not to 
trouble hersidf about it. ,ind that in 
Canada the majority of llio [leople have 
such cciiilideiico in their future, ,and are 
so well satislied with their o\wi iiiiiet, 
steady progress and development, that 
they decidedly object to being absorbed. 
It is evident that the general observa- 
tions of Mr, Wnnan show plainly that 
the tendency of Commercial Union will 
bo in the lino of political annexation- 
it ntight be called tho "cloven foot." 
The Commercial ruion proposition did 
not originate, nor is it sanctioned by, 
the goveriiiiiciit of the I'liited .States 
or Canada; its rejection does not imply 
nor does it indicate ill-feeling of the one 
towards the other; on the cent rary, it ia 
oonsistent with the utmost good will. Says 
.ludge dra}', in suuiiiiing up: 

"Urietly suinmari/.ed, tlie pi isitioii stands 
as follows. 

First, — Canada, by Commercial I'liiou 
with the Unituil States, is to gain a pos- 
sible market for her produce and manu- 
factures, under tho disadvantiigo of a 
competitiiui of l'-' to 1, and a handicap in 
the imrden of piililic taxation of 51 to 'Jo 
ag.iinst her, with tho assurance that if 
not w it listamliiig these disadvantages she 
is successful, and the I'nioii worked 1111- 
fiiirly tow.ards the I'nited States, it would 
lie immeiliately determined by Congress. 
(.Mr. Ilitt, iM.O. for Illinois.) 

I nder these circumsttvncos it might 
w(dl be called a 'phantom market' instead 
of a iiossible market. 

Second, -in eonsideratioii of b.aviiig 
siieli a market, (.'anada is to give up: 

1. The absolute and entire cunt lul of 
her customs and internal rovoiiiie for all 
time to come, and to accept such dut ies as 
would bo in accord with the iioliey and in- 
terests of the United .States only. 

2. To have no V(^iice, power, (U- inllu- 
ence in deterniiuing the ii;iture of liie 
subject or the extent of the impi;."itio:i, 
or the subject fur which the public taxa- 
tion of customs or inland revenue is to be 
raised. 

3. To have no power to enter into any 
arrangements with England, France, (lor- 
many, t>v any other i)ower whatever, that 
might be advant.ageous to Canada, if such 
arrangement in any waj' whatever in- 
volved !v departure from the liscid policy 
of the Fnited States as to the customs or 
iidand revenue. 

4. To have no power vrhatever in the 
clnssifibatiou of customs duties or internal 
revenues to consider arrangements that 
might iiiateri.ally benefit Canada, thouudi 
not necessar}- for the I'nited States. 

5. To lose .all control of our foreign 
commerce and of our carrying trade, and 
to build up tho great Ameriuaii ports of 
entry and departure on the Atlantic and 
Pacific, to tho ruin Of Montireal,' Quebec, 
St. , John, and Halifax' on the Atlantic, 
and the risingeities of British Cnlumhi.i 
on the Pacific. 

(J. I'ractic.illy to hand over the whole 
of Canada from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
as a Held for the surplus productions of 
tho United States, ti,> tho entire destruc- 
tion of all internal Canadian industries. 

7. To create most ombarr.issing compli- 
cations between the separate provinces of 
the Dominion and the general government 
as to provincial sub.sidics and de])ai tures 
from the provisions of the coiistitulion.al 
act, the British North America Act, 1S(!7. 

8. To lose all control of the country as 
Canada, aud to hand it over practically if 
not in name to the United States, to be- 
come an actual if not a nominal depend- 
ency of that country. " 

Upon Canada rests the responsibility of 
iction. .Such an union is not essential to 
the United -States. <>nly "s(uiie fiery, 
ICnglish-liating politiriaus in the I'nited 
St.ates" would rejoice in the success of 
the iiiiu-emeiit since ii would humiliate 
iMigland and ensure the loss of her great- 
est colony in a few years, for that would 
be tlio inevitable result. It would be 
absurd to suppose that England could re- 
tain as part of her empire a colony that 
legislated dead against her, taxed her pro- 
ductions and at tho stnno time admitted 
free her groateit rival's productions and 
forwarded that rival's interests to the 
detriment of her own. "No true Cana- 
di.an," says .ludge (iray, "would hold so 
degraded a pnsitii^n or advance so dishon- 
ondile a iiroposition. If Canada wants to 
do that, let her openly sepiii'ate from the 
emjiire. Eng;land would not lift a forcible 
hand to prevent it, if satisfied that Canada 
believed and declared it to be her interest to 
se|)arate. There is no necessity to be de- 
ceitful, — the Americans themselves have 
a contempt for a deceitful people; their 
indeiiendcnco was openly and fairly won. 
It must bo therefore clearly and distinctly 
understood that the responsibility of ac- 
cepting or rejecting the measure of ('0111- 
nierciid Pnioii rests witli Canada, and 
with Canada ahuie. England has nothing 
to do with it, and it will be found, when 
submitted to the people (jf Canad.i, if ever 
submitted, that it will be rejected by 
ninety-nine out of every hundred." 
It is very apparent that Judge (1 lay has 
not exhausted tho question ond we shall 
be much surprised if something further 
lium liis able pen does not appear very 
soon. It is from the mind of such a' maif, 
who has been a legislator for so many 
years and the greater jiart of whoso life 
has been bound up with the history of 
C;iiiadu, iiuw removed from the eii- 
l;;inglenients of public life, whence he 
can dispassionately view the scene, that 
honest and reasonable views may fairly be 
i considered as emanating, when he feels 
it his duty, in a great crisis, to enlighten 
his follows.
